The  Howard  Round  Newcomb  Collection  of  Small  Cents 

Howard  Round  Newcomb,  a  prominent  collector  in  the  1930's  and  1940's,  best  known  for  his  work 
"United  States  Copper  Cents  of  the  Years  1 81 6  1 857,"  New  York  Numismatic  Review,  1944.  The 
Newcomb  holdings  were  sold  by  J.  G.  Macallister  in  Philadelphia  on  August  31,  1944.  The  following 
Small  Cents  from  1856  to  1944,  were  purchased  intact  at  that  auction  and  have  been  held  together 
in  a  Wayte  Raymond  National  Coin  Album  ever  since.  The  collection  is  now  being  broken  up  and 
the  coins  sold  individually  for  the  first  time. 

This  fine  pedigree  should  add  considerable  collector  interest.  Each  coin  is  accompanied  by  the  original 
envelope  with  Newcomb's  distinct  handwriting.

The 
reverse  shows  a  perched  eagle,  similar  to  the  United  States 
design,  but  with  different  inscriptions.  Although  the  issues 
of  Parsons  are  said  to  have  enjoyed  a  wide  circulation  in 
Denver  and  surrounding  areas,  examples  are  exceedingly 
rare  today.
